Great Need Of 
Scouting Now 

Character Building Necessity 
Of Nation When Youth 
Is Unemployed 

By Col. H. B. Hersey 

The annual drive for raising 
funds for the Boy Scout move¬ 
ment has been on during the past 
two weeks Captain Everett and 
myself are leading the work. 
Tuesday r.,ght we went before 
the City Council and asked for j 
an appropi iation to assist in 
this work. We presented some 
very convincing arguments among 
them some of the following 
points: 

This organization takes the 
boys just as they are passing 
from boy life into manhood. It 
tries to build up their character 
and make them self-reliant young 
men with strength to resist the 
temptations they will meet. There 
has never been so great a need 
of this as exists at present. 

A few years ago the average; 
age of prisoners in our peneten- 
tiaries was between thirty-five 
and forty, but now it runs about 
twenty-five to twenty-seven years, 
with lots of boys from eighteen 
to twenty, and our penal insti¬ 
tutions are becoming so crowded 
that more must be built. 

This depression meets these 
boys on the threshold of life 
and tells them "no job for you." 
Then comes the test. Then is 
the time that strong, well de- 
: veloped characters are needed— 
characters that have learned to j 
; think right and to act right. 

The Boy Scout movement is j 
trying hard to build such charac-, 
i ters. It is a case of “an ounce j 
of prevention being worth a 
pound of cure." Ninety-nine and 
j one-half percent of the work of 
| the Boy Scout movement is done | 
j by volunteers, not drawing a cent j 
| of pay. 

Any money given to this cause 
1 is well invested and will pay so- J 
ciety the highest dividends 
whether given by an individual 
of by a city government.

New Recipe 
For ‘Licking’ 
Depression 

Social Credit System Would 
Assure Every Voter $25 
Monthly Forum Told 

Declare National dividends on 
the unmonetized wage of the ma¬ 
chine, establish a National sys¬ 
tem of social credit, based on the j 
Nation’s actual wealth, and you 
have the depression licked. That ' 
was the keynote of an address 
on Social Credit presented to the 
Forum meeting here Tuesday 
night by Robert Ewing Tiibbey, 
secretary of the Southern Cali¬ 
fornia Social Credit Association. 

"Unemployment," Ewing stated, 
"cannot be considered the basic 
cause for the depression any 
longer: technological unemploy¬ 
ment is with us to stay. We must 
come to the realization that we 
are rich, that the machine is our 
slave, that the important thing 
is to get credit money into the 
hands of the consumer whether 
or not the consumer is employed.” 

In 1929, the speaker declared, 
the National wealth or produc¬ 
tiveness was 81 billions—as com¬ 
pared with the wage earners’ 52 
billions in wages, incomes and 
dividends. This discrepancy, to be 
found to a great extent in stag¬ 
nant bank loans. must be 
remedied by an extension of Fed¬ 
eral credit to the consuming pub¬ 
lic. 

"To accomplish such a system 
of credit," Tribbcy explained, "it 
would be necessary to set up a 
Federal Credit Board, comparable 
in non-political authority to the 
Supreme Court. Impartial book¬ 
keeping is needed to list (for the 
first time in history) the com- ! 
plete wealth of the U.S. This 1 
wealth includes not only natural 
resources, industries and produce, 
but the evaluated worth of every ' 
individual consumer as well. 
Under social credit, money would 
be issued by the government 
against all of this actual com¬ 
modity--a much more substantial 
money than that Issued against 
intangible metal which has long 
since lost most of its intrinsic 
value.” 

"Social credit,” he continued, 
"says to release to the consumer 
the unmonetlzed balance between 
wages and production value. , 

"We don't release enough in 
salaries or dividends to pay for 
products and output; that, I re¬ 
peat, is the whole flaw in our 
present business system. For the 
government, to plow under cotton, 
destroy cattle and hogs, to un¬ 
naturally attempt to crowd 10 
million unemployed back into in¬ 
dustry which no longer has any 
place for them, is to approach 
the situation from an entirely 
wrong angle. Our every effort 
has been to go back toward the 
middle ages. Instead of going

City Library 
Leads Nation 
In Its Work 

People Here Revealed As 
Greatest Readers Of Any 
City In America 

After hearing some highly in¬ 
teresting facts about the service 
being rendered and the work be¬ 
ing accomplished by the Sierra 
! Madre Public Library, the Cham- 
; ber of Commerce at its meeting 
j on Monday pledged itself to 
throw every ounce of its energy 
! behind the movement to secure a 
! new or enlarged library building 
for the city. 

In proportion to the population 
of Sierra Madre the local library 
circulates more books than any 
similar institution in the country; 
it is the third oldest library in 
Los Angeles county, those in Los 
Angeles and Pasadena being its 
only seniors ; it passes out to its 
borrowers more than 60,000 vol¬ 
umes a year -four times as 
many, proportionately, as the Los 
j Angeles library with all its 
! branches, and is the most eco- 
| nomically operated library in all 
of California. 

These were a few of the high¬ 
lights of an address made to the 
Chamber by President W. W. Al¬ 
ley, of the library board, who 
concluded a very interesting talk 
with the announcement that, "We 
have reached the place where we 
must have a new building, en¬ 
large the present one, store many 
; of the books now on the shelves 
l and for which there is a constant 
demand, or stop buying new 
books." 

Mr. Alley said the floor space 
of the present building, now 
more than fifty years old, is 
2,400 square feet The immediate 
need is for 8.000 square feet and 
provision should be made for 12,- 
000 feet to take care of future 
needs. He said the board believed 
it to be a short sighted policy 
to make additions to a building 
so old, though he said the con¬ 
struction was uncommonly sturdy 
and is in reasonably good con¬ 
dition. He and his associates on 
the board had in mind a Medit- 
terannean type building, in the 
event a new one is possible, and 
they believed there is a crying 
need for an outside reading room. 

E. D_ Burbank, a member of 
the library board and advisor of 
the Chamber of Commerce, as¬ 
sured the Chamber directors that 
those interested in the library 
had no extravagant ideas about 
a building, that they did not de¬ 
sire an elaborate one and that 
the library board believed the 
cost could be kept within $35,000. 

The Chamber was informed of 
applications that have been made 
through the local and State Plan¬ 
ning commissions for SERA 
funds for a library building, with 
the certainty that there will be 
no answer as to whether money 
| from this source will be available 
■ for some time after President 
Roosevelt's four billion 800 mil¬ 
lion dollar work relief bill is 
finally enacted at Washington. 

Various plans to raise funds in 
the event that SERA aid is re¬ 
fused were discussed and the 
Chamber voted to make a new 
library one of its main objectives, 
in any event. 

Milton Hollingsworth suggested 
that while an answer is being 
awaited from Washington, the li¬ 
brary board contact the heirs of 
the Ross estate and ascertain 
whether they would be willing to 
give the city a clear deed to the 
property now occupied by the li¬ 
brary in the event that this 
should be demanded before funds 
are forthcoming.

Immediate Action Seen 
For Flood Control Funds

W ASHINGTON, D. C.— Al¬ 
though it took two months 
of persistent effort to get 
it, we have at last had our day 
with the authorities here in 
Washington who have in hand 
the destiny of the towns and 
cities of the Sierra Madre foot¬ 
hills which stand menaced by 
fire, flood and erosion. 

It was on Thursday, February 
28th .that these officials met 
in the auditorium of the Agricul- 
i tur al building and witnessed a 
j showing of the motion pictures I 
had brought with me from home 
and the headquarters of the In¬ 
dustry In New York City. They 
are marvelous pictures caught by 
the cameras of Hollywood at the 
very moment when the fires 
raged and the floods took their 
toll of death and disaster. It was 
as though those who witnessed 
the exhibition had been on the 
ground when the disasters took 
place. 

I had a notable audience In¬ 
cluding the Secretary of War, 
Professor Tugwell, representing 
Secretary of Agriculture; num¬ 
erous representatives of the De¬ 
partment of the Interior; Chief 
U.S Forester Silcox and several 
of his aids, and, in addition, a 
number of members of Congress. 
A few days later I had an inter¬ 
view with Secretary Ickes and 


talked the matter over with him. 

“Something must be done," he 
said. And that’s what they all 
said. 

Silcox, the Chief Forester, is 
the man who will have the job to 
do, and he is eager to get at it 
And he will get at it as soon 
as the Senate agrees to agree 
with the House on the four bil¬ 
lion 880 million fund it voted for 
the President to expend for this 
purpose, among others. The money 
will be available before long. And 
then we can look for action. Sil¬ 
cox knows the ground, having 
been over it more than once. He 
realizes the need, and I feel con¬ 
fident we can rely on him for full 
cooperation. 

It was no easy task to bring 
this hearing about. Any one thing 
moves slowly in Washington be¬ 
cause there are so many things 
to be done and so many people 
who want them done. It is a big 
country with many problems, both 
National and sectional. 

A Congressman who wants to 
put something through must push 
and shove. If he falls asleep at 
the post be is lost. When he 
wakes up the procession has 
gone clear by him. Committees, 
sessions of House, caucuses, con¬ 
tacting Departments and Bureaus, 
trying vainly to keep up with the 
mail—all these and more keep a 
Congressman as busy as a bee 
and leave him no time for mis 
chief. 


Extension Of Fete Is Gay 
Baldwin Ave With Spring’ 
Is Approved Time Color 


The Sierra Madre Chamber of 
Commerce and the City Council 
this week endorsed and pledged 
their support to the effort to' 
have Baldwin avenue extended 
through the Baldwin ranch and j 
south to tne sea. 

The Chamber of Commerce at 
its meeting on Monday reviewed i 
at length the benefits that would j 
accrue to this city by reason of I 
the improvement, it being the 
unanimous opinion of those pres-1 
ent that this project would be of 
vastly more importance than the 
extension of Central avenue to 
the west, for which a battle of 
more than 20 years was waged. : 
The Chamber then adopted a 
resolution pledging its support to 
the project and calling upon the 
City Council to lend its aid. The 
resolution follows: 

The resolution sets forth that 
the Chamber has long supported 
the project and suggested that 
the City Council take whatever 
action it has in its power to 
bring the matter to a successful!

Only cooperative groups which 
are composed exclusively of pau¬ 
per indigents are elegible for 
county funds, Mattoon says. At 
the present time the 76 co-op 
units are composed of 712 known 
indigents, and 37000 whose status 
is unknown. The only hope for 
the cooperative plan, Mattoon 
■tates, lies in passage of a bill 
pending before the legislature 
which would amend the State 
pauper act to allow needy per¬ 
sons not actually paupers to re 
habilitate themselves in county fi¬ 
nanced cooperative projects. 

Establishment of a “commodity 
bank" through which co-op mem¬ 
bers might exchange necessities, 
and stores for the distribution of 
staples, are Included in the plan 
in question .

PLANTING FRUIT TREES 
By Jessie Ward Bussell 
Landscape Gardener 

D eciduous fruit trees such 
as peaches, plums, figs, wal¬ 
nut, nectarine, apricot and 
apple, should be planted now as 
soon as possible while they are 
dormant. This also includes grapes 
and berries. 

The trees should be planted as 
soon as possible after being re¬ 
ceived from the nursery as they 
are sold with bare roots. If the 
roots are allowed to dry out 
too much it is bad for the tree. 
If you can not conveniently plant 
at once, unwrap the trees and 
heel them in the soil in a shady 
place and water them. Before 
planting prune back the last 
year’s growth at least half way. 
Also trim off the ragged ends 
of roots. Dig hole large enough 
and deep enough to allow roots 
to spread out. Save top soil to 
fill in about roots. Do not put 
manure next to roots. Make a 
basin about the tree after plant¬ 
ing and fill with water. 

Evergreen fruit trees such as 
oranges, lemons, grapefruit, tan¬ 
gerines, kumquats, limes, avoca¬ 
dos, cherimoyas, sapotes, guavas, 
etc., are sold with a ball of 
earth about the roots. The ball 
is tightly held together with bur¬ 
lap and when planting do not 
remove the burlap; it will soon 
rot away in the ground. 

When planting "balled” trees 
you can dig the hole deeper than 
necessary so as to allow room in 
the bottom for some barnyard 
fertilizer. But be sure to fill in 
with three or four inches of soil 


over the fertilizer and between 
the roots of the tree. 

Bailed trees are usually pruned 
before they leave the nursery. Al¬ 
ways water a tree well as soon 
as it is planted. Do not plant 
any fruit tree deeper than it has 
been growing in the nursery. 

Avocado trees will need shad¬ 
ing from the hot sun for -the 
first year at least. This is done 
by erecting a shade of burlap 
like a screen on the south, east 
and west sides of the tree. We 
also advise topping an avocado 
tree about one-third of its 
height, or to such a place on the 
trunk where there are some 
plump, healthy buds.

Call On Growers To 
Estimate Citrus 
Crop For Pro Rate 

Stressing the importance of 
complete and acurate estimates 
in the face of the large crop in 
sight, the Califoraia-Arizona Cit¬ 
rus Marketing agreement has 
called for an estimate as of 
March 1 of the 1935 Valencia 
orange crop, through W. C. 
Frackelton, secretary and man¬ 
ager of the Agreement. Official 
estimate and application for al¬ 
lotment forms have been mailed 
to all shippers and unaffiliated 
growers cf record. 

"It is extremely Important that 
every producing Valencia grove 
be included in this estimate be¬ 
fore the start of the shipping 
season,” said Frackelton. “The 
shipping allotment issued weekly 
for each grower after the start 
of the season is figured entirely 
on the percentage of the total 
crop each grower controls as de¬ 
termined by the estimates filed 
with the Growers Advisory Com¬ 
mittee. 

"Growers should protect their 
interests before the start of the 
shipping season by arranging for 
the movement of their crop 
through some shipping organiza¬ 
tion or they may file their esti- 
mate and apply for a shipping | 
allotment direct to the Growers 
Advisory Committee, 514 East 
Eighth street, Los Angeles.” 

Over 22,000 cars of navels 
have moved to date with approxi¬ 
mately seventeen thousand cars 
available on the trees for the 
balance of the shipping season.
